From  BURKE'S  LANDED  GENTRY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

The  family  of  Werlay,  Wirlay,  Wyrley,  Wireley  or  Worley,  it  hag  been 
spoiled  in  different  ways,  derives  its  descent  from  William  de  Werlay 
who  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  and  whose  name  is  inscribed  in  the 
celebrated  roll  of  Battle  Abbey.  William  de  Werlay  and  his  son,  Robert, 
commonly  called  Robert  de  Parvn  Wirley,  had  extensive  grants  of  land  in 
Staffordshire,  to  which  they  gave  the  names  of  Great  and  Little  Wyrley, 
etc. 

The  Northamptonshire  branch  of  Wyrleys  was  founded  by  Guido  De 
Wyrley,  second  son  of  Sir  Cornelia  Wyrley  of  Hams  ted,  County  Stafford, 
who  married  (around  1515)  Jane,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Humphrey  Stafford 
and  Eleanor  Aylesbury,  his  wife,  of  Grafton,  County  Worcester,  John 
Wyrley  grandson  of  this  marriage,  purchased  (around  1546)  the  estate  and 
Manor  of  Dodford  from  his  second  cousin,  Humphrey  Stafford.  FRANCIS 
Wyrley,  his  eldest  son  and  successor  had  issue  by  wife  Jane  Duffield, 
of  Medmenham,  County  Bucks.  Sons:  John,  Thomas,  Richard,  Valentine,

The  early  records  of  the  Worley  family  in  Pennsylvania  show  that  they 
were  descendants  of  Henry  and  Francis  Worley,  who  came  to  America  with  their 
mother  and  step-father,  Caleb  Pusey.  They  arrived  about  1682,  settled  near 
Chester,  Pennsylvania.  The  mother  died  in  1726,  and  the  sons  married.  Henry 
Worley f  who  was  probably  the  eldest  son,  married  Oct.  26,  1699,  to  Mary  Vernon. 
He  died  in  Pennsylvania  in  1727,  and  no  definite  proof  that  he  loft  any  heirs. 

Francis  Worley,  the  second  son  of  Henry  Worley  and  wife  Ann  Stone,  married 
Mary  Brassey  in  1693.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Brassey,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Pennsylvania*

Rebecca  Worley  -  married  John  Hendricks 

Caleb  Worley,  b.  1698,  married  Rachel  -

All  the  sens  of  Francis  Worley  and  wife  Ruth  Collins  Worley  have  been  traced 
and  their  children  -  all  except  NATHAN  Worley.  The  compiler  of  these  notes 
believes  that  he  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Worleys  found  in  Virginia  and  ’West 
Virginia,  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Indiana.

Henry  Worley  and  wile  Ann  (Stone)  Worley,  were  the  parents  of  two  sons, 
Henry  and  Francis  Worley.  Henry  Worley,  Sr.  died  in  1664,  and  was  buried  in 
Bunn  Hill  Field,  London,  England.  The  widow  afterwards  married  Caleb  Pusey, 
and  with  her  husband  and  two  sons  migrated  to  America  about  1682,  and  settled 
near  Chester,  Pennsylvania.  Henry  Worley,  Jr.  married  Oct.  26,  1699,  Mary 
Vernon .

Henry  Worley  bought  a  servant  boy  to  this  court  to  be  judged  whose  name  is 
Thomas  Bullen,  who  was  adjudged  to  serve  him  the  full  term  of  seven  years. 


In  pursuant  thereof  Governor  Keith  issued  an  order  to  Col.  John  French,  FRANCIS 
WORLEY,  and  James  Mitchell  (June  20,  1722,  directing  them  to  proceed  to  west 
side  of  the  river  and  lay  out  a  tract  of  land  containing  70,000  acres  to  be 
called  'LSpringett  Manor”.

Francis  Worley,  an  intelligent  English  land  surveyor,  who  is  1722  was  one  of 
three  persons  sent  across  the  Susquehanna  by  Governor  Keith,  Springettsbury  Manor 
He  was  a  member. of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  some  of  his  descendants  became 
Quakers.  He  removed  from  Lancaster  Co.  Penn,  in  1742,  and  purchased  750  acres 
of  land  about  one  mile  north-west  of  York.  His  sons  were:  Nathan,  James,  Jacob, 
Francis,  Daniel  and  George® 
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Francis  Worley,  Jr.  married  Ruth  Collins  of  Chester  County  and  adopted  her 
faith*  He  lived  in  the  building  now  Eyster  House,  on  West  Market  Street,  York. 

James  Worley ,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  succeeded  to  a  part  of  the  paternal 
estate,  a  part  of  which  is  now  owned  by  Jacob  Loucks ,  of  West  Manchester*  In  his 
house,  which  was  not  a  tavern,  as  has  been  published,  the  doctrine  of  Methodism 
was  first  preached  in  York  County.  Francis  Worley  died  before  a  permanent 
organization  of  the  Episcopal  church  had  been  established  in  York* 

His  remains  are  supposed  to  lie  in  the  old  graveyard  near  where  he  lived. 

His  Great-grandson ,  George  Worley,  lives  retired  in  West  York.  (Page  399) 

John  Worley,  of  York  County,  son  of  Jacob  &  Ann,  married  Elizabeth  Coats,  of 
the  borough  of  York,  daughter  of  Aaron  (dec'd.)  and  Mary.  July  6,  1302.

EZEKIEL  WORLEY  in  mentioned  by  Wiley  (Historian)  as  a  blacksmith  and  sickle- 
rial:  or,  who  came  from  Philadelphia  to  Blade  Farms  in  1770,  and  afterwards  re¬ 
located  at  Hazel ton,  hut  the  land  records  of  Virginia  speak  only  of  ANTHONY 
WORLEY  and  JOSHUA  WORLEY  who  came  to  Sandy  Creek  and  settled  there  in  1770. 

J*y  1797  JOSHUA  had  moved  on  to  Ohio. 

ANTHONY  WORLEY  built  a.  corn  cracker  (mill)  at  Hazel ton  in  1784.  There  was 
a  younger  ANTHONY  (the  one  who  is  found  in  Scioto  Co.  Ohio  in  1820),  and  a  Joseph 
Jr.  The  widow  of  the  latter  married  Benjamin  Glover. 

BRICE  (named  found  as  Bruce,  Brace)  Worley  and  HATH. Ah  W0RLCY  went  from  Fhila. 
to  Monongalia  County  in  1776.  From  thin  branch  William  G.  Worley  of  Kingwood 
is  descended.

Isaac  Worley,  was  born  in  Fayette  County,  Indiana,  Feb.  27,  1827,  son  of  Moses 
and  Sarah  (Harmon)  Worley.  The  father  was  born  in  Scioto  County,  Ohio,  the  son  of 
Ant, bony  and  Mary  Worley,  of  the  same  county  and  State,  and  the  grandfather  was 
engaged  in  farming  all  his  life,  and  reared  a  large  family  of  children. 

The  father  married  in  Scioto  County,  Ohio,  and  a  short  time  afterwards  came  to 

Fayette  Co.  (Indiana),  being  one  of  the  earliest  pioneers. 

He  engaged  at  once  in  clearing  up  a  home,  and  then  in  the  fall  of  1836  removed  to 
this  county  and  located  on  a  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  this  township  (Delaware) 
which  he  bought  from  a  relative,  paying  $350.  for  it. 

'Die  land  was  covered  with  trees,  which  he  began  at  once  to  chop  away  and  clear; 
building  a  log  cabin  with  an  old  fashion  stick  chimney,  the  house  being  eighteen 
feet  square  and  end  cut  out  for  a  fire  place,  the  doors  were  of  clapboard,  and  the 
log  cut  out  on  the  side  and  pasted  over  with  greased  paper,  was  its  window. 

This  worthy  man  and  his  wife  were  the  parents  of  seven  children:  Mary  J., 
Louise,  Isaac,  Anthony,  Sarah  E.  (dec'd);  Margaret  (wife  of  M.  Boland),  of  Muncie. 

The  father  died  in  October,  1864,  and  the  mother  several  years  previous  to  that 

date,  they  were  identified  with  the  Methodist  church,  and  were  good  and  pious 
people.  He  was  an  old  line  Whig  of  the  Clay  school.  He  was  a  hard  working  man, 
and  a  good  manager,  and  had  the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Isaac  Worley  was  reared  on  the  farm  which  he  now  owns,  and  in  his  early  life 
was  required  to  do  hard  labor.  He  was  nine  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  this  county, 
and  his  work  began  thus  early.  The  schools  taught  but  short  terms  and  he  was  not 
always  able  to  attend  them.  He  remained  with  his  father  until  twenty-one  years  of 
ago,  and  then  engaged  in  farming  the  old  home  place  on  his  own  account,  except  three 
years  he  spent  in  Illinois,  He  married  June  30,  1851,  in  Jersey  County,  Illinois,  to 
Harriet  Shafer ,  b.  Oct.  9,  1827,  she  being  related  to  families  of  that  name  in  this 
county.  To  this  union  were  born  three  children:  Andrew  J.,  Mary  E.  and  Laura  F.,  all

Exekiel  Worley  (1747-18.36)  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Patrick  Ilainey’s  Company, 
was  also  a  ranger  under  Capt.  Samuel  Paxton,  of  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania , 
where  he  died.  He  was  born  in  Hagertown,  Maryland.  Married  in  1768,  Narcissa 
Wallen  (1749-1801).  His  son  Joseph  Worley  (176901871)  married  Susana  Amrine 
(1786-1858) 

Brice  Worley  (name  often  appears  as  Brace  -  Bruce) ,  botn  1740;  died  1809, 
served  in  Virginia  (Monongalia  Co.);  born  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  died  in  Greene 
County,  Pa. 

Brice  Worley  and  Nathan  Worley  were  early  settlers  in  Monongalia  County  -  1766. 
In  1777  Nathan  Worley  was  killed  by  Indians. 


About  1730  an'l  perhaps  much  earlier  a  group  of  Germans  from  Pennsylvania 
crossed  the  Potomac  at  Pack  Horse  Ford  about  three  miles  down  stream  and,  with¬ 
out  establishing  title  to  the  land,  formed  a  small  community  called  Mecklcmburg 
for  their  former  home  in  Germany.  About  the  same  time  Richard  ap  Morgan  obtained 
a  legal  grant  to  a  large  tract  of  land  including  the  site  of  Shepherds town. 

From  him  some  of  the  settlers  bought  their  farms.  Thomas  Shepherd  who  arrived 
in  1732,  bought  a  large  part  of  Morgan’s  holdings,  laid  out  lots  and  streets,  and 
the  town  of  Mecklenburg  was  chartered  in  1762.  It  was  evidently  a  neat  little 

town,  with  its  96  ’good  dwellings  20  feet  long  and  17  feet  wide  with  -  stone  or 

brick  chimneys,1  each  on  a  roomy  lot  103  feet  wide.  In  the  next  fifty  years  the 
town  grew  to  nearly  its  present  size.  Pack  Ilorse  Ford  was  a  principal  crossing 
of  the  Potomac  River,  and  Mecklenburg,  a  frontier  town  on  a  main  line  of  travel 
between  the  North  and  East  of  the  valley  of  Virginia,  was  a  stop  of  consequence 
f>r  travelers,  with  as  nearly  as  many  taverns  as  dwellings.

in  1.777  Anthony  Worley’s  name  appears  on  the  tax  lists  of  Rockingham  Co.  Va. , 
also  the  name  of  Caleb  Worley.  In  1783  he  is  living  in  what  is  now  Preston  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  living  nearby  in  Monongalia  County  were  Nathan  ft  Brice  Worley.

From 
the  New  England  states,. from  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Perm vsylva.nl a ,  Maryland,  Virginia 
Kentucky  and  the  South,  they  converged,  on  Ohio  in  a  movement  that  became,  at  the 
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turn  of  the  century,  a  mass  migration. 

There  was  a  lot  for  the  tribe  of  Virginia  known  by  the  arresting  title  of 
Virginia  Military  Lands,  1784.  It  contained  over  four  million  of  the  good  Ohio 
acres.  Its  broad  base  was  the  Ohio  River  all  the  way  from  Portsmouth  to  the 
Cincinnati  airport.  It  extended  north  in  an  irregular  wedge  shape  between  the 
Little  Miami  and  Scioto  Rivers  to  the  watersheds  near  Marion,  Kenton  and  Belief on- 
taine.  This  land  reserved  by  Virginia  in  return  for  a  waiver  for  her  claims  in 
the  West,  and  promised  as  pay  to  her  state  troops  to  redeem  her  cheap  state  warrants, 
A  man  who  had  a  claim  chose  his  plot  where  it  pleased  him  within  the  district, 
provided  only  that  somebody  had'nt  beat  him  to  it,  and  had  it  surveyed. 

The  History  of  Preston  (West  Virginia)  states  that  before  1797  Joshua  Worley 
had  removed  to  Ohio,  and  it  is  thought  that  Anthony  Worley,  Sr.  went  with  him.

August  County  ,  Virginia ,  was  created  on  the  first  day  of  November ,  1730,  hy 
the  Colony  of  Virginia.  It  van  named  for  Princess  Augusta,  wife  of  Frederick, 
Prince  of  Wales,  son  of  King  George  XI,  and  the  father  of  George  III.  Frederick 
County  wan  created  the  same  year.  The  Act  separated  all  the  territory  west  of 
the  Blue  Ridge,  and  extended  in  other  directions  to  the  utmost  limits  of  Virginia. 
It  is  said  in  Waddell* s  History  of  Augusta  County,  Virginia,  to  include  nearly  all 
tho  States  of  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  West  Virginia  and  Illinois. 

In  point  of  fact,  the  county  wan  riot  fully  organized  until  Oct.  .30,  1745. 

In  1769  a  new  county  was  created  in  Virginia  known  as  Botetourt,  and  then  it  was 


that  the  territory  now  embraced  in  Scioto  became  a  part  of  Botetourt.  Scioto 


remained  a  part  of  Botetourt  until  17 S3. 

It  is  sals  there  are  deeds  on  record  in  this  county  which  embrace  lands  in 
Adams  and  Scioto  Counties.  On  date  just  mentioned  Virginia  executed  a  deed  which 
was  executed  by  the  Virginia  Comm is loners  on  March  1,  1704-  On  July  13,  1787, 
Congress  passed  tho  Ordinance  of  1787  creating  the  Northwest  Territory  July  27, 
1787.  Washington  County  was  proclaimed.  It  embraced  all  Scioto  County  east  of 
the  Scioto  river.  On  July  10,  1797,  try  proclamation  of  Governor  St.  Clair  Adams 
County  was  created.  It  embraced  within  its  limits  the  whole  of  Scioto  County, 
and  from  that  date  until  May  10,  1803,  the  territory  of  Scioto  was  created  by 
the  Legislature.

She  is  named  in  the  will  of  her  father,  William  Maxey,  in  1758  &  recorded  in  1768, 
also  the  will  of  her  mother,  Mary  ( Sublet!)  Maxey,  1771.  Following  are  their 
children:  Nathaniel  Maxey,  Bede  Maxey,  Kezia  Maxey,  Karrenhoppuch  Sallee  <5-.

Nathaniel  Maxey,  William  Worley  and  Anthony  Agee  (son-in-law  of  John  Worley,  Sr.)

I  am  wondering 
if  the  French  woman  Silas  Worley  married  right  after  1772  could  have  been  Kezia 
Maxey?  Her  uncle,  Sylvanus  Maxey,  about  1745?  married  Mary  Worley,  the  aunt 
of  Silas  Worley.  I  can  place  all  the  Bedford  County  (Va.)  Worleys  except  Kezia 
Worley.  Silas  Worley  left  Buckingham  in  1785/6.  His  uncle  William  Worley  (wife 
Mary  &  Sons  Matthew  and  "Zachariah)  moved  from  Powhatan  to  Bedford  Co.  in  1779* 

Silas  Worley  appears  to  have  no  Bedford  County  record  —  Kezia  was  not  sister  or 
wife  of  either  Matthew  or  Zachariah.

Your  letter  of  Feb.  28th  has  been  referred  to  me  in  accordance  with  your  request. 
The  above  information  constitutes  the  sum  total  of  Worley  information  appearing  on 
our  records  in  Frederick  County.  Permit  me  to  call  yoir  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Berkeley  County  was  cut  off  from  Frederick  in  1772,  and  Jefferson  County  was 
cut  off  from  Berkeley  in  1801.  The  lands  covered  by  the  above  transactions  lie 
in  that  part  of  Frederick  County  which  became  Berkeley,  and  also  in  that  part  of 
Berkeley  which  later  became  Jefferson.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  further  history  of 
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these  properties  can  be  found  upon  the  records  of  Berkeley  and  Jefferson  Counties 
(now  in  West  Va.)  Tlie  County  seat  of  Berkeley  is  Martinsburg,  W,  Va.,  and  that 

of  Jefferson  County  is  Charles  Town,  W.  Va.  I  find  no  mention  of  Caleb  or  Francis 

Worley,  nor  can  I  make  any  connection  between  Anthony  Worley  and  the  females 

mention  in  the  will  of  Geo.  Hendry  of  that  of  Samuel  Taylor. 

Anthony  Worley  making;  his  appearance  in  Frederick  County  in  1767  and  finding 
himself  in  another  county  in  1772  had  but  brief  opportunity  to  make  many  records 
in  this  county. 

The  clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  Berkeley  County,  W.  Va.,  Martin3burg,  W.  Va. 
should  be  able  to  give  the  answer  to  the  disposition  of  the  lands  in  question, 
and  finally  the  clerk  of  Jefferson  County,  Va.,  Charles  Town,  West  Va*  might  be 
consulted. 

In  submitting  your  enquiry  to  the  first  of  the  abovo  mentioned  clerks,  you 
should  supply  him  with  the  information  herein  contained,  as  it  will  give  him  a 
starting  point.
